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> Backlash Turns Vote 


The ‘white backlash’ across the country contributed 
heavily in several key states in the election of conservative 
and rightist candidates in Tuesday’s election. Varied areas 
as Florida, Dlinois and our own California were heavily 
influenced by what has been called the ‘‘new sick’? trend, 
Relying heavily on the resentment of ‘‘neurotic white middle- 
class suburban dwellers,” the issues of racism were milked 
to the hilt. 


In New York the Civilian Police Review board went down 
to defeat by an attack headed by Birchers. In Illinois, so- 
called liberals were amazingly silent as one of US history’s 
greatest senators went to defeat. Paul Douglas, a lifetime 
leader in the fight for the little man, minorities and human 
rights lost to the hate and resentment of suburbanites in 
Chicago and southern Dlinois who feared recent civil rights 


activities. 

In California the ‘“‘longest play act in the history of 
Hollywood or anywhere else’? began when Pat Brown con- 
ceded defeat to a ‘‘combination adman’s dream anda has-been 
actor.’? Bolstered by over a decade of southern influx of new 
residents, the right wing trend has at last made itself felt to 
a full measure in the election of Ronnie Reagan. 

Here in San Francisco Brown and other Democrats managed 
to win but by close margins insomecases. Some of the local 
Assemblymen were anxious, for a while, about the prospects 
of local backlash. At times their opponents were riding and 
enjoying the popularity of this dangerous tactic, but it was 
not enough to win. 

One strange occurence was the defeat of the right wing 
supported Proposition 16. Supported by Reagan, but regarded 
by most as unconstitutional, it never had a chance. 


Hundreds Join 
Rent Strike 


Support is also being now taken through hundreds of 
petitions from other Housing Authority residents in direct 
sympathy with those tenants out on strike. Bay Area civil 
rights groups have given their full support as well as the local 
San Francisco Social Service workers union. 

Recently Assemblyman John Burton indicated that as 
long as rent money has been paid into the various trust funds 


The Rent Strike initiated by the Hunters Point Tenant’s 
Union has spread with the endorsement of the San Francisco 
Tenant Issues Council to include such housing areas as: 
Alice Griffith, Potrero Hill, North Beach-Chinatown, Yerba 
Buena, Valencia Gardens and Sunnydale projects of the San 
Francisco Housing Authority. 


Rightists Cops 


The last has not been heard from the right-wing majority 
of the San Francisco Police Department, or for that matter 
other Bay Area Birch type cops. 

On Saturday, the 29th of October, the San Francisco 
Examiner renewed the well worn cause of yellow journalism. 
An extremely sensationalized story appeared under the title 


set up by such groups as the Hunters Point Tenant’s Union, 
the Housing Authority cannot touch those families on strike 
for better living conditions. 

In other activities the Hunters Point Tenant’s Union 
attempted to get a recent conference of Public Health Officers 
to ‘‘do something about the degradation of people in public 
housing projects.’’ Quite vivid conditions were pointed out to 
the health officials in attempting to gain their support for 
those people who live under public housing here in San Fran- 
cisco. 

Recent copies of grievances and SPOKESMAN articles 
have already been forwarded to two federal agencies: Hous- 
ing and Urban Development and Health, Education and Wel- 
fare.

Housing 
Authority's 
False Image 
Exposee 


Earl Anthony was employed with the San Francisco Hous- 
ing Authority as manager in the Western Addition for 18 
months. On September the 12th he was fired on what have 
been widely termed as ‘‘trumped up’’ charges. 

Called into Revels Cayton’s, Assistant Director, office, 
Earl was shown a memorandum of August 24th claiming he 
has used a company car which his superior, J.S, McCain, 
had used but had no order not to use it. Therefore Earl was 
told that he was to be terminated. ‘‘Mr. Kane and I have 
been talking and we’ve formed some opinions about you and 
that you won’t fit into our management program,’’ was 
Cayton’s last remarks to Anthony. 

Earl Anthony immediately attempted to get a letter of 
termination. When his request was rejected he said that 
he’d ‘‘sit there at his desk until he got such a letter.’’ Then 
on Sept. 13th a letter for insubordination without any bill 
of particulars was given to him. By the 14th there was a 
large group of tenants who went with Earl before the Housing 
Authority Commission to appeal and contest the handling of 
the matter and give him their general support. At that meet- 
ing Stephen Walters called Anthony a “‘trouble maker and 
agitator,’’ ‘‘who was trying to get publicity,’’ and ‘‘resented 
the way he (Anthony) handled the matter,’’ 

Sources close to the Housing Authority state that one 
high official admits to ‘“‘keeping book on Earl Anthony’’ 
for some three months to find some charge in order to fire 
him. During the time he was charged with using the car, his 
own was out-of-order, And he states that he had used it with 
permission of his supervisor, Whereas the Housing Authority 
accused him of disobeying a direct order, which Anthony 
denies, saying that he was ‘‘only advised not to use” the 
car. Yet others have recently testified that they had used 
Housing Authority cars for other than official business on 
more occasions than Anthony. 

Although Anthony was given a right to appeal before 
some of the Housing Commissioners, his case was prejudiced 
against him, Only so-called ‘‘Pertinent facts?’ were admis- 
sible. He was not allowed to use tapesfrom a previous Hous- 
ing Commission meeting in his own defense (or for his 
appeal before the San Francisco Human Rights Commission), 

One apparent reason for his firing seems tobe Anthony’s 
great neighborhood support in the projects he has worked. 
It appears that he was one of a few rare housing managers 
who worked with the tenants. Another matter seems to have 
been his willingness to speak out at Housing Authority staff 
meetings. There it became apparent that his plea that ‘‘people 
had little faith in the Housing Authority and only defiance 
against,””? resulted only in opposite reactions on the part of 
the administration. Kane seemed to be of the attitude that

advocates, who by the way did not back the two new members,

State Service Center 
Program 


On November 1, the doors of the San Francisco State 
Service Center opened for business at 1949 Post Street, 
This is one of thirteen Centers to be located in the State, 
These Centers are part of the State’s Program to combat 
the problems that result from poverty. 


By having the State Agency Services most often needed 
or used by citizens under one roof and under a central 
administration, the State Service Center Program is designed 
to make services more convenient and readily available. 
Presently the California State Employment Service, State 
Department of Vocational Rehabilitation and San Francisco 
Department of Social Services have staff at the Center, 
The following State Agencies will provide staff shortly: 
Corrections, F,E,P.C,, Public Health; Apprenticeship Stand- 
ards, Youth Authority, Mental Hygiene and Social Welfare. 
It is anticipated that Federal and other City and County 
Agencies may also participate in this program. 


The office will be open between the hours of 8 a,m, 
and 7 p,m., Mondays through Thursdays, and from 8 a.m, 
to 5 p.m, on Fridays, Further information about the program

Redevelopment Screening 


On August 6, 1966, the Redevelopment Agency and the 
Executive Committee of the Joint Housing Committee began 
screening prospective applicants for the position of prime 
consultant of the Hunters Point Redevelopment Project. 


Originally sixteen firms applied for the prime con- 
sultant and after listening to presentations from each one 
the Agency and the Joint Housing Committee narrowed it to 
six finalists, 


The Executive Committee of the Joing Housing Committee 
selected a consultant committee to work with the Agency in 
selecting a prime consultant from among the six finalists, 


On Monday, October 10, Tuesday, October 18, and 
Wednesday, October 19, 1966, the consultant committee and 
the Redevelopment Agency concluded its subsequent inter- 
viewing of the six final consultants, 


After many meetings and hours of deliberation, the Joint 
Housing Committee recommended Aaron Green to be the 
prime consultant, The Agency accepted this recommendation, 


Mr. Green was principally responsible for the design 
and development for the public housing constructed at Marin 
City. For this he was awarded the 1964 Honor Award for 
Design Excellence from the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency. 


Other major design works include the Newark Com- 
munity Center, the Woelffel Youth Center (Santa Clara 
County), and the Marin County Civic Center, 


The Joint Housing Committee feels that because of 
Mr. Green’s past performance, his imagination and cre- 
ativity, he is better equipped to do the Hunters Point Project,

The Hunters Point Area F,0,C, Board met in the Blue 
Room. of the Bayview Community Center November 1, 1966, 


The primary purpose of the Board’s meeting was to

Before the Board started the business of electing new 
officers, Mrs, Ruth Williams, acting chairman of the Board 
read a letter that she received from Wilfred Ussery, Direc- 
tor of the Western Addition E,0,C, Area office, requesting 
the Hunters Point Area Board to encourage the Western 
Addition Area Board to reinstate him as Area Director 
of the Western Addition E,0.C, Program. 


Presently, the Western Addition office is somewhat in 
a State of confusion centered around several issues, 


Mrs, Williams read a resolution that she had previously 
written in response to Ussery’s request and supporting his 
reinstatement as Area Director of the Western Addition 
E.0.C, office, 


The Board approved the resolution unanimously, in 
support of reinstating Ussery as Area Director of the Western 
Addition’s E,0,C, office, 


-The Board disapproved a questionnaire, supplied by the 
Brenner and Associates Company requesting that employees 
in the Hunters Point E,0,c, program answer questions 
pertaining to their personal life, their positions and what 
they thought were some of the weaknesses of the E.O.C, 
program and some improvements that each staff member 
felt would improve the program,

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Temporary Nursery In Hunters Point 


A temporary pre-school nursery has been set up on 
Hilltop Road in Building 25 until the new pre-school nursery 
has been completed, 

Construction on the new pre-school nursery which is to 
be located at 369 Northridge Road, has already started, Ac- 
cording to Miss Evelyn Forrester, Head Teacher of the 
Nursery, the school which is expected to be completed by 
January of 1967, will accommodate approximately 30 children, 

Presently, there are approximately 10 children enrolled 
in the temporary nursery and the enrollment is expected to 
increase by the time the new structure is completed, 

There is no obligation on the part of the parents to enroll 
the pre-schoolers, According to Miss Forrester, all that 
parents have to do is bring the children in, enroll them and 
all services are free, The school is open from 8 a.m, till 
6 p.m, Any child between the ages of 2 and 5 years may 
enroll, 

According to Miss Forrester, the nursery is set up to 
eliminate some of the problems faced by parents, By having 
such a nursery in Hunters Point,-many parents with young 
‘children who would like to work but are unable to afford 
baby sitters or because of the inadequacy of many baby 
sitters, will therefore be able to work, go to school or what- 
ever the case may be. The nursery will also act as an 
on-the-job training school for teachers who will be working 
at the school, 

The pre-school children will also benefit from the 
nursery, Children will learn to share their toys with each 
other as well as learn how to get along with other children, 
Toys at the Nursery are donated largely by merchants in the 
city and by interested citizens in the Hunters Point Area,

Shabazz Accuses 


Nassar A, Shabazz inanews 
conference called with Wilfred 
Ussery and Kenneth Simmons, 
charged that Everett Brandon 
was involved in a ‘‘con- 
spiracy’ to illegally fire 
certain Western Addition 
administration (EOC) 
officials. 

Nassar stated that he is the 
legal representative of his 
neighborhood (H, district #8). 
He further stated that the 
‘*recalled Jeff Andrews’’ has 
completely ignored the voting 
rights of the residents of the 
community (Andrews is tem- 
porary chairman of the West- 
ern Addition’s Area Board, 
EOC). ‘‘Mr. Jeff Andrews and 
the Western Addition Area 
Board Members, has refused 
to recognize the voice of the 
voters of the neighborhood... 
they have refused to seat 
Nassar A, Shabazz, the duly 
elected, representative,’’ 
And Shabazz charges that 
because of this delay the 
neighborhood is _ unable to 
start their programs. 

‘*Andrews,”’ he continues, 
‘called an illegal meeting out 
of the neighborhood . . . for 
the purpose of getting the 
residents to reconsider their 
recalling him. An attempt 
was made to have himself 
reinstated.’’ 


Shabazz then charges that 
Andrews and other members 
of the Board conspired, to- 
gether and _ illegally fired 
Wilfred Ussery with the help 
of Everett Brandon. He says: 
‘tat the last Executive Council 
meeting, Dr. Arthur Coleman 
threatened to call the police 
on Mr. Shabazz. Mr. Shabazz, 
raised a point of clarification, 
challenging the right of Mr. 
Andrews to represent the 
Western Addition Area Board 
on the Council.’’ 

At Wednesday night’s meet- 
ing of the SF EOC executive 
meeting, the whole question 
was tossed to the entire EOC 
council over the objections of 
Dr. Arthur Coleman, council 
president, 

Last week the executive 
committee reinstated Ussery. 
But Coleman declared the two 
decisions were not compatible 
and added that the decision to 
reinstate Ussery was ‘ill 
advised.’’ 

Coleman’s decision came 
after a subcommittee report 
on the question of Ussery’s 
ouster was read, An attempt, 
by Coleman, to adjourn the 
meeting was _ overridden. 
Thereafter a motion was 
passed to send the question of 
jurisdiction to _ the entire 
council, on November 30th.

‘housing managers should only related to the administration. 


At one public meeting Kane had said that ‘‘we pick 
managers who act in the best interest of the people,’’ which 
is opposite of his actual policy. He is supposed to have made 
several surveys of the residents concerning their choice of 
managers. When asked who made them, Kane replied that 
Cayton did, whereupon Earl Williams called him a liar, 
saying that ‘‘Cayton did not even come up to Potrero Hill.’’ 
Further evidence shows that Cayton hardly went anywhere on 
such surveys. 


The true policy versus what the Housing administration 
says can be shown in their manager shifts, Those managers 
who appeal to the people (ie. most responsive) have been 
shifted because of their success. One example is a manager 
who made a rent agreement through an EOC representative, 
due to the tenant’s physical condition and sickness. Thereby 
Cayton accused the manager of doing business with the EOC, 


ANTI-EOC RELATIONSHIPS 

Several managers who have been in cooperation with 
Anti-Poverty EOC workers have either been demoted to 
manager aide or there has been a conspiracy to fire them, as 
in the case of Anthony, ; 

Only those who were promoted played ball with the ad- 
ministration and failed to cooperate with the EOC, EOC 
workers across the city have verified this extreme differ- 
ence in cooperation between only a few “good managers” 
and those ‘‘who side with the Housing Administration.” 

Earl Anthony’s very close association with local com- 
munity EOC, as going to their public meetings, caused him 
a great deal of trouble with the housing administration. He 
was told that he went to too many in the Western Addition 
and North Beach. The excuse was that compensatory time 
was not available and approval was thereby needed to attend 


EOC EVENTS | 


If you notice the EOC office on Third Street at about 
6 a.m, you may wonder what-the crowd of men are doing lined 
up on the outside, 

It may surprise you to hear this, but they are waiting 
to be sent out on a job, 

In the past two and one half weeks that office has sent 
some 522 men to the water front to work as casuals off of 
their social security card, 

Lillian Harrison Job Coordinator for the EOC office” 
arrives at the office at 6 a.m. along with Rayford Riley, 
Intake and Referral Assistant, 

Harrison stated that her department had placed 133 
persons on permanent jobs since the violent outbreaks in 
the Hunters Point community, and that she had 25 on her 
waiting list to be placed, Mrs. Evelyn Evans, Intake and 
Referral Assistant has been added to the staff to assist in 
the tremendous traffic of job seekers that come into the 
office. 

Persons interested may come to the EOC office from 
6 a.m, till 7p.m, to fill out applications, 


PRE-SCHOOL NURSERY 

Remodeling and building are under way for the comple- 
tion of one of the most needed programs in the Hunters Point 
area. The local EOC office gained the support of the North- 
ern California Chapter of the National Society of Interior 
Designers, 

George W, Jackson, educational director of the anti- 
poverty program stated that there would be five pre-school 
nurseries throughout the Hunters point area~to serve about 
6,000 pre-school children, 

The EOC office has provided initial funds for the staff 
salaries but most of the remodeling expenses must come 
from donations, ~ 

The first pre-school center is expected to be com- 
pleted in about a month,

further meetings. More than once after which he tried to 


get approval from his supervisor, it was turned down. 


Bev Ward, for instance wouldn’t accept a demotion 
(Sept. 18th) and Kane ordered him not to leave, though the 
following day his termination was ready, the Housing Auth- 
ority seemed to back off since the Earl Anthony ‘‘hearing.”’ 
There Ward testified he had ‘‘disobeyed an order’’ such as 
Anthony was charged and terminated on. Later Ward quit 
in disgust. Ward was also very successful in his community 
relatiofis with tenants. 


Of his hearing, Anthony says concerning Commissioner 
Boswell: “che made up his mind that I was going to lose and 
gave me no assistance or help to plead my case. He further — 
made it as hard as possible to win and then set up ground 
rules impossible to get around.’’ Further he says, ‘‘ground 
rules were manipulated to prejudice my case from the be- 
ginning--the hearing was just a white wash of the Housing 
Authority.” 


Anthony’s case-still goes before the Human Rights Com- 
mission and is expected to be reviewed by the ACLU. Sev- 
eral civil rights groups have shown interest also, 


PUBLIC 
RESPONSIBILITY 


What is supposed to be a protest against the San Fran- 
cisco Housing Authority may very well develop into an 
explosive situation. f 


The legal soundness of the stand taken by the residents 
I do not question, for the housing authority’s responsibility 
lies in its duty as a public agency to provide for the needs of 


the citizens. They do not meet their responsibility when they _ 


argue that the people are getting what they pay for. The duty 
of the public agency is basednotona monetary consideration, 
but based on a duty under law. Much like the public health 
department must provide adequate facilities and service in 
the public interest, regardless of the amount of rent. 


The housing authority has not bit its tongue in saying that 
it will evict those who refuse to pay their rent. And resi- 
dents of the dilapidated housing stand firm in their commit- 
ment to see the rent strike through. Will there be a con- 


cession? From present appearances neither side will budge, 


but somebody’s got to do something. The only question is, 
just what is going to happen? 


If the housing authority proceeds in its evictions, the 
residents will be faced with the police power of the state, and 
the question will be whether might will win over right. And 
the issue of moral conscience and public duty will be pushed 
to the background. 


I hope that the housing authority is responsible enough to 
meet the real issue head on; that is, its duty to meet its 
responsibility as a public agency to provide adequate and 
‘decent housing for its tenants.

The San Francisco Examiner published an article called 
“Cop Accused in Gun Play for Joy Girl’, the article striking 
out at the Police Community Relations Department and officer 
Lindsay. Crenshaw. 


The article sounding in debauchery and debase accused 
the officer of foul play withastreet girl. Prior to this article 
the Examiner had praised the officer for the event, noting 
that he had rescued the young woman from two hostile men 
that were threatening her with violence. 


It appeared that the newspaper was solely responsible for 
this piece of yellow journalism, but if you give a second 
thought, it becomes evident that the San Francisco police 
department had a hand in the releasingofthe story. Although 
the Chief, Thomas J, Cahill says that they have no control 
over the publicity that the news media gives his department, 
| the fact remains that they are the only one that could have 
released the story. 


This is not the first time we have noticed bitterness 
against the community relations department and officer 
Crenshaw. I recall a telephone callreceivedfrom a Sergeant 
Peter A, Gardner, a member of the San Francisco Police 
Association... The sergeant called concerning an article that 
mentioned some-statements by Crenshaw in the SPOKESMAN, 
The sergeant said that his police association was raising 
objections to remarks that appeared in this paper supposedly 
made by Crenshaw about the recent riots. The sergeant, 
apparentiy feeling that Crenshaw should not have made the 
statements stated that his organization was out to get Cren- 
shaw for making such a statement--whatever happened to 
free speech? 


The police organization is said to be controlled by 
Birchers, as has expressed its radical views at a recent 
meeting on the steps of the City Hall, that meeting said to 
have racial overtones by Supervisor Terry Francois was 
indicative of the kind of bigotry we have in many of our

RENT STRIKE 5, ts: ssi, 


The rent strike, that was started by the Hunters Point 
Tenant Union, and picked up by STIC (San Francisco Tenant 
Issue Council), is the most positive thing that the tenants of 
San Francisco public housing have done in the last twenty- 
five (25) years. It can cripple the power structure of the 
Housing Authority within the next three (3) months. Kane’s 
administration will have to yield under the financial pressures 
(i.e. no rents), and come to the ‘‘people’”? begging to end the 
strike, This is when the people of public housing can start 
making Eneas Kane their servant, which he is supposed to be, 
and start clearing up some of these ‘“‘housing ghettoes.”’ 

I have been working very closely with the tenants of 
Potrero Hill, and with STIC, in the organizing of this strike. 
The people of Potrero Hill, and the other areas, have picked 
up this ‘‘positive move’’ started by George Earl, and they are 
ready to go all the way in winning victory over the Housing 
Authority--and by any means necessary. 

Now, you might ask, what is victory? Or when do we get 
victory? Victory is gained when Kane, and Revels Cayton, 
and Hamilton Boswell, are willing to not only give lip service 
to the broken windows, rats, roaches, excessive utility bills, 
shabbily kept grounds, inadequate recreational facilities--but 
to do something about them! And, let me tell you something, 
they don’t intend to do anything about these horrible con- 
ditions, until you make them do something about them. And, 
that is what we have to do--make Kane, Cayton, and Boswell 
do something. ‘ 

_ Iwas a project manager for the Housing Authority. I was 
controversially fired two months ago for insubordination, The 
actual reason was, I always expressed to Kane and Cayton, 
that managers should work for the people and NOT the ad- 
ministration. I know from being inside, that Kane is nothing 
but a politician, who intends to make a lot of empty promises 
to the people, which he does NOT intend to keep. But, Kane 


forgets one thing. The tenants got rid of John Beard for doing 
nothing--and they can also get rid of him, 

“Red’’ Kane said once at a managers’ staff meeting, ‘that 
the employees of the San Francisco Housing Authority were 
the employees of the tenants--that they worked for the tenants.’ 
Now Boswell says that tenants who participate in the rent 
strike will be evicted (and this is very illegal), If what Kane _ 
said was true, then the employee will be evicting the boss 
(the tenants). And man, I ain’t never heard of that nowhere, 
Kane better bull Boswell’s coat, Because Boswell is making 
Kane look like he was either lying, or didn’t know what he 
was talking about, 

If the people stick together--the Housing Authority can 
be brought to their knees. Boswell has made his stand. When 
he said the Housing Authority would evict the tenants ‘who 
want to fight for their rights,’ he showed you how little he 
felt for the struggle of the people. Kane has not done anything, 
and does not intend to do anything. Cayton is afraid to stand 
up, and quit being ‘used’ by the power structure. 

So the people have to do it for themselves. But we can 
do it! The tenants are only asking for what is RIGHTFULLY 
theirs--and they will not be denied!

WITH PRESS 


The San Francisco Tenant Issues Council (STIC) on Tues- 
day, November 1, met in the vicinity of the Ridge Point 
Method Church on Hilltop road with newspaper, radio and 
television reporters, 

Rayford Riley, Chairman of the San Francisco Tenant 
Issues Council, stated that the primary purpose of the con- 
ference was to enhance the interest of the people in the 
projects and to let the Housing Authority know that STIC is 
concerned about the problems in the Housing Commission, 
the Housing Authority, the Housing Projects and the general 
public as a whole, 

According to Riley STIC has been negotiating with the 
Housing Authority for over two years but with little or no 
results, 

Riley accused the Housing Authority of going as far a 
removing managers that they would do something about the 
deplorable living conditions in the poverty areas, In a state- 
ment to the press, Riley stated, ‘“you miss two payments 
and you get an eviction notice. When it comes time to pay 


the next month’s rent you have to pay the last month’s rent , 


and the current month, all at once, What I would like to know 


is how in the hell can you paytwo months rent when you can’t — 


pay one?’’ There was a loud applaud from the crowd, In 
another statement Riley stated that there were tenants being 
thrown out simply because one of the children got a job making 
a little money. According to Riley, a tenant can only make so 
much money in order to qualify for a project. 

George Earl, Chairman of the Hunters Point Tenant’s 
Union, stated at the press conference that communication 
between the Housing Authority and tenants is ridiculous. Earl 
further stated that he was not specifically certain that the 
problem will be solved by removing Eneas Kane, executive 
director of the Housing Authority, nor are we particularly 
working toward that end, ‘«What we really want is for him to 
do something about the existing problems.,’’ 

Earl stated that tenants of the Hunters Point Area alone 
contribute over $1.5 million to the Housing Authority ina 
one-year period, Earl said, ‘And I feel that some of this 
money should be brought back to the community and used to 
do something about the living conditions in the projects, 
instead of doing nothing with it,’’ 

Earl also stated that the people of Hunters Point should

stop paying their money until something is done about the : 


deplorable living conditions, 

In the present rent strike, tenants are still paying their 
rent, but not directly to the Housing Authority, They are with- 
holding their rent from the San Francisco Housing Authority 
and, instead, paying it into a bank fund, to be held out until 
the Authority agrees to meet some of the demands of the 
tenants, 

Earl stated that the Authority’s main complaint is that 
the temporary housing will be torn down by 1970. 

Because of the war emergency, San Francisco building 
standards were overlooked and the make-shift housing was 
used as temporary quarters for war workers, The buildings 
were supposed to come down in 1949, but they’re still there, 
They’re still not up to code standards, Nearly twenty years

later, the shacks built to last only a few years are in a con- 
dition so deplorable that most San Franciscans would be unable 
to imagine the conditions. 

Reverend Hamilton Boswell, one of the first Negroes to 
be appointed to the Housing Authority, accused the Tenants 
Union of opportunism, He said, ‘‘Many residents in the re- 
linquished housing who are making between $10,000 and $12,000

yearly do not belong in that area,’? 

In a concluding statement, Riley stated, ‘‘Thereare some 
demands we are not expected to get, but there are some that; 
we do expect to get; even if it means being evicted,’’ 

One of the main grievances that the tenants demand 
most is a change in the Housing Commissioners; according 
to Riley.

Dear Ruth: 
How do you know when you have VD? I’ve heard you can 
die if you have it or become a raving maniac. 
Bill 


Dear Bill, 

VD is short for Venereal Disease. You get it by having 
sexual intercourse or other intimate contact with someone 
who has it. The two most common venereal diseases are 
called syphillis and gonorrhea, sometimes called clap. 
Both are dangerous and should be treated by a doctor at 
the earliest signs. What you have heard about causing in- 
sanity or death can be true if you let an infection of syphillis 
30 unchecked, Gonorrhea too causes great damage to the 

body, especially to the sex glands and organs, making you 
unable to have children and it can lead to other compli- 
cations. Children born to mothers who have either of these 
diseases are likely to have birth defects or they may be 
born with the disease. You see why VD is so very dangerous! 


~ 


But VD can be cured. It is important to have it treated 
early and with the proper_medicines. These diseases do 
not go away by themselves like. flue or chicken pox, and you 
CANNOT treat yourself by buying something at the corner 
drugstore. You must be treated by a doctor and you must 
go for treatment until the doctor says you are cured, VD 
can be cured at any stage of the disease, but the earlier 
treatment is started, the better, to prevent body damage. 


So, here are the things to look for, if you suspect that 
you have been exposed to VD: 


A small sore at the place where the germ entered your 
body; 
Itching and burning of the sex parts; 
A rash or mouth sores; 
Fever or loss of hair; 
A discharge from the sex parts.

If you have not already been to a doctor when any of 
these appear, be sure to get there immediately. Even if 
these signs go away you may still have the disease and should 
be treated, Don’t wait, go to a doctor; or health center, or 
the city’s VD clinic at 33 Hunt Street. By the way, everything 
at the Hunt Street Clinic is confidential, NOBODY is told 
that you are going there for treatment. 


Unfortunately, Bill, VD is spreading and is highly con- 
tagious and we must all be on the look-out for it. Iam sure 
that many young people are grateful to you for having sent 
in your letter because only by knowing what the dangers 
are and by talking about them and learning the facts, can 
we get people to protect themselves against VD and get 
themselves treated at the early stages of these very serious 


diseases.

However, if you feel it would not be 
wise for you to bring up the subject you could let me know 
about this family’s need for help and the Educations Project

A long time volunteer com- 
munity worker in the 
Sunnydale project is Luisa 
Mollison. Residing in Sunny- 
dale since 1958, Luisa came 


. to this country as a ‘‘war 


bride’? in 1946 from Rome, 
Italy. There she met her 


’ husband, John Sr., who was 


with the U. S, Army at the 
time. The Mollisons now 
have six children, five boys 
and one girl. The oldest boy 
is now a music major in the 
University of Nebraska. 

One of the founding mem- 
bers of the Citizen’s League, 
she is also active in PTA, 
works with the local Boy 
Scouts as assistant treasurer, 
But ‘‘also runs the troop,” 
according to friends. She was 
also active in the California 
Convention of the Poor con- 
ferences, A member of the 
local EOC Housing Committee 
and also associated with the 
San Francisco Tenant Issues 
Council. 

Luisa Mollison believes that 
Sunnydale project is well 
organized now, after much 
hard work. She finds it ‘‘nice 
to live where the neighbors 
are friendly, but those in pri- 
vate homes are_ not so 
friendly.’’ 

‘*People have now just begun 
to understand the full mean- 
ing of the anti-poverty pro- 
grams and are _ starting to 
catch up to it,’? she concluded 
concerning EOC activity in 
Sunnydale, 

By contrast she pointed out 
that people are waking up to 
the Housing Authority, which 
she believes lacks faith in the 
people. She does give backing

to the Hunters Point Tenant 
Union strike, and believes in 
their cause. In Sunnydale 
improvements, she points out, 
could be made in both child 
care and teen recreation, 

She would most like toseea 
teen center with hobby shops 
and the like. She did have 
much_ praise for the EOC 
classes and wished that more 
adult education could bea 
reality in the area. As to 
grade schools, there is aneed 
for smaller classes. ‘‘They 
just can’t teach so many at 
once.”’ 

The one pathetic problem 
seemed to be the ever present 
tension between project 
dwellers and the private home 
residents in the Visitation 
Valley community where 
Sunnydale project is located. 
Luisa believes there must be 
a concerted effort to break 
down the communication bar- 
rier and equalize the image of 
false social status exhibited 
by those private home resi- 
dents for the total good of the 
community.

through certain members of the police force, when charges 
were brought against the officer, Lindsay Chrenshaw. It has 
been suspected that those responsible for this sensational 
and obviously damaging release have long harbored a dis- 
like and envy of the police unit officer Chrenshaw works 
with. 

Officer Lindsay Chrenshaw is well known in the Bayview- 
Hunters Point area and well liked for his work with the local 
Anti-Poverty office and the Police office and the Police 
Community Relations unit there. 

To many this whole matter seems obvious. ‘A white 
cop can shoot a black man and that’s ok. But now a black 
policeman is short at by a couple white men and that’s not 
o-k,’’ was the cynical summation of one anti-poverty worker 
on hearing that officer Chrenshaw faces disciplinary charges. 

According to reliable sources, Oakland forces, police 
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and others, have also been instrumental in attempting an 
actual ouster of officer Chrenshaw. 

Not only is the integrity of a police officer here threat- 
ened but also a department which a majority of police in the 
Bay Area, as well as in the City, just do not like. Oakland 
especially is in envy and fear over the growing necessity 
of such activities as community relations. 

Whereas the San Francisco Police Community Relations 
unit has been praised by more responsible law enforcement 
organizations across the state. In Hunters Point it is 
“the ONLY thing that stands between us and a direct con- 
frontation’, according to the Anti-Poverty officials in the 
area, 

The hearing where charges are to be looked into will 
be on a Monday, later this month at 4:30 p.m., the SF Po- 
lice Commission, Rm. 551 of the Hall of Justice, 850 
Bryant Street, San Francisco.
